A tent canp chserved opsesite the luftkriegsschule, Dresden<Klotusche, on 
5 duly had becn broken by 33 July. The camp, which had beon loce. ted in the 


woods close to the road, had been connected with the Luftkriceceschule by a 
temporary telephone linc, * 


On 2 August, source Learned from the omer of a restaurant near the Nachrichten 
Kaserne, DresdenJebigau, that the troops from the installation, about 800 nen 
were camping on the east bank of the “Iba River, north of the autovahn bridge 
at Kaditz. When source stood on the west bank of the Lbe * iver, he observed 
numerous tents and a dump containing casineer equipuent on the othe side,
